Plulsted of this city look the oath of 
office In Hie hall of representatives 
today and Is now the governor of the 
state of Maine, the first democrat to 
hold tiie office in 30 years, or since 
the completion of the tonn of his 
father, the late Gen.- Harris M. Plais- 
t-ed.

Must Be Paid by Foreign Corporations 


In Massachusetts 


Boston, Jan. 6.—The tax on for- 


eign corporations doing business in

this state, which was enacted In ,1909, 
was declared by the supreme Judicial 
court to be constitutional- and not in 
conflict .with, the Inter-state commerce 
act. 


It was claimed by the Baltic Mining

THE WIRELESS OPERATORS 


Coastwise Lines Pay Them Poorly in 


Comparison With Ocean Lines. 


When Jack Binns stood at the key 


of ills instrument on the rammed and 
sinking liner Republic and sent out 
the call for aid that clicked its way 
around the world, through the press 
the first great romance of the wire- 
less was born. Through the long arm 
of coincidence the operator who first 
received that message and brought 
relief to the Republic and its human 
freight was the leading figure in a 
still greater romance of the wireless 
recently when the first, call,for help 
from the dirigible balloon at sea was 
sent to a liner plowing through the 
western ocean.

on tin? Republic aud the dirigible Am- 
erica is likely to come to any wireless 
operator at. any moment when his 
ship is at sea. 


W|hen danger threatens or disaster 


occuis at sea the wireless operators 
position becomes one of great re- 
sponsibility. He is no longer Just an 
ordinary telegrapher—an automation 
who sends messages that .sound like 
the scratching of matches as they 
crackle over the aerials—but a man 
on whom the safety of the ship and 
the passengers may depend 
almost 


as much as upon the captain himself. 


Yet, the majority ot 
the 
American 


wireless operators on 
the 
coasting 


steamers are paid the same wages as 
the coal .passers—?30 a month and 
"found"—and are on tlie same social 
scale, according to the 
ship's eti- 


quette. 


They a:e compelled to eat with tho 


men who toil in (lie stokehold, and 
are treated with quite as little consid- 
eration by the officers ot the vessel 
Further than that, many of them arc 
mere boys wllli only a. smattering of 
the knowledge necessary to send and 
receive messages promptly. 
AAlheu 


trouble comes in any of the many 
ways it does unexpectedly on the sea 
it is only a kind providence or their 
individual force of character which 
enables them to meet it. 
Of those 


Who fall short in a crisis the public 
hears nothing; those who by goo:I 
luck and courage 
pull 
themselves 


and the ship out of difficulties some- 
times get their names into the news- 
papers and are more or less heroic 
figures for a day. 


When the wireless was a new thing 


and the demand for operators was 
greater than the supply the men were 
well treated and well paid. Those in 
the trans-Atlantic service and at most 
of the land stations- are 
now, al- 


though they grumble more or less as 
a matter of course. 
As more and 


more ships are equipped with wireless 
apparatus and it became a matter of 
getting cheap rather than higlily skill- 
ed help there crept into tlie coast- 
wise service especially, a.

"frisky heads," as the older opera- 
tors called them. They were neglect- 
ful of their duties and insubordinate.

through tho wireless operator, giving 
him orders and suggestions. 
All of 


this nettles the average skipper, and 
'ho is apt to take it out on his wire- 
less man. As tho operator on ship- 
board is like a stranger's Interpreter 
In a foreign land the captain is sus- 
picious of him because he cannot him- 
self understand what is the purport 
of 
the 
message 
that 
is 
sent, 


If the captain has been getting a lit- 
tle private rakeoft at some poi't or 
other on the coal or supplies he be- 
comes fearful that the wireless op- 
erator may have discovered it and 
may be revenging himself for past 
slights by telling the agents about it 
as the boat nears its home port. 


Although the operator may be quite 


innocent o£ anything of the sort lie 
has to. spend, a good many uncom- 
fortable hours on that account. The 
only time when a skipper regards him 
or his apparatus cordially is when 
the skippers wife begins to send him 
messages as he 
approaches shore. 


Then the "old man" unbends a lit- 
tle and thinks the wireless Is a good 
thing afte? all. 


Wjhen. a ship is disabled and dis- 


tress signals have to be sent for help 
the captain again looks favorably on 
the wireless and the man who runs 
it. 
Hero it is, also, if the wireless 


operator is cf the right sort, he has 
a chance to show of what heroic stuff 
ho is made. 
If the ship goes down 


it is the code of the sea that the 
wirelessman shall stand by his instru- 
ment until the last. 
Etiquette de- 


mands the captain shall not leave 
his ship until just, before she takes 
her final plunge. 
The same etiquette 


makes the wireless operator the one 
who shall immediately precede Wm 
when the time comes for depatrure. 


In the Marconi service tho opera- 


tors seem to have less real cause for 
complaint, although there are some 
grumblers, as there always will be. 
The Marconi operators start at from 
?-10 to $4.1 a month and "found," it 
stationed on a ship. 
On land they 


begin at $00 a month. 
The limit is 


about $150. On shipboard they rank 
equal to the first assistant chief engi- 
neer and eat in the same room as the 
passengers and with the other 
offi- 


cers. Tile wireless company that lias 
equipped the United fruit company's 
ships pays about the same rate as 
tlie Marconi. 


Many of their men are stationed in 


lonely spots along the northern coast 
of South America and along the west- 
ern shore of the gulf of M-exieo. These 
get $151) a month and the steamers 
bring such food as they could not 
possibly obtain in the tropics. 
But 


they have a wretched', lonely time of 
it. In New York, the -wireless opera- 
tor at the Ship News offloe at the Bat- 
tery has the most coveted job of any. 
He has to be an expert and the pay 
is good, as well as the location pleas- 
ant. 
He says there are more than 


100 people after his place all the 
time. 


On shipboard the hours when the 


wireless operator is on duty are from 


<i to 8 and 9.30 to 11.30 a. m.; 2 to 
5 and S to 10 p. m. 
In addition to 


these hours every wireless operator 
on the sea has to "he at his instru- 
ment from 1 to 1.30 a. m. This is 
called "the-emergency half hour," and 
no excuse ever is taken for an opera- 
tor not being at his post then. It is 
in this half hour that a ship in dis- 
tress may he sure of (having her 
signals heard if she is within the 
wireless zone of another vessel.
